A LIFE CONVICI'S LAMENT.

McEenna, Who Killed Lunny in Clark-
son Sircet, Complainsg that He Has
Been Misled by His Counsel—He Wants
& New Trinl=His Letter to the Herald
and an Interview with Him at the
Tombu,

The following letter was yesterday recelved at
the HEgALD office from Peter Joseph McKenna, a
convict in the Tombs, who has been sentenced to
jmprisonment tor life for killing & man named
Michiael Lunny, by stabbing him in the abdomen,
at No. 84 Clarkson street. Subsequently a reporter
of the Hemarp had a long conversation with
McKenna in his cell, and If the story given by him
then (a4 summary of which follows) 1s true
McKenna seems to have been, to some extent, the
victim of injudiclous advice as to his plea of gullty.
The levter reads as follows ;—

To Tk EDITOR OF THE HERALD :—

Dear Sir—I am confined for my term of life for a
crime that 1 am not gulity of, I have been sold hy
my counsel, 18 there no iaw in New York ¢ lclaim
nothjng only justice. Is & man to be put out of his
boardiug house and followed and stabbed in the
public streer, and then to get a term of life in
prison for saving his own lue ¥ Dear sir, you will
please seud me a reporter immediately, for I claim
protection lrom the government of this city. | am
heére awav from my people. I have not one single
iriend 1o this country, only God, and in His name
and the citizens’ of New York I ciaim adalr trial.
Lear sir, | have been forced to take this place by
my counsel's advice, and & man who ealls himself a
man of justice, Judge Brady did not wish me rto
take the place I did; but I did not Kknow the law or
understand anything as to a plea. For the love of
God and the affection of an aged mother do some-
thing for me. Send me a reporter who will take
me [rom here, and | ciaim a just ¢risl

PETEit JUSEPH McEENNA,
Tombs, Firss Tier.
M'EENNA'S BSTATEMENT.

When the reporter arrived at the Tombs McKenna
was feellng his position very deeply, and 1t re-
quired the excercise of iderable ce to

get from him a connected story of what he deemed
his wrongs. Substantially his statement was as
10llOWS —

1 had boarded with Lunny for about three and a
nalf years when this thing occurred, which was ou
Saturday oight, the oth of July. I was employed on
board the steamsnip Merrunae, which traded be-
tween New York and Rio Janelro, and was not at the
house more than two weeks every three months,
I lnd been a friend to toem many times, got them
respectable boarders and did what | could to help
them. Un this Suwrdn.g night Lunnoy told me
directly T got in that his wite was very down-
hearted, tor they had not got encughin the house

to carry them over to Monday. 1 told
him I  would help them U I could,
I always paid my rent in advance, 1 had

not any money by me, but I went out and borrowed
&5 and ﬁat‘a it to them. | returned to my supper,
and while | was eating 1t Lunny proposed that
should go out with them to market and get a
“clam ehowder.” Lunny, his wile and 1 went out
together. We had two drinks each while we were
ovut, Whnen we got home | went to bed, and | was
woke up by & “muss"” between Lunny and his
wife, Tnere was fignting going on. I went oatin
the lobby, and did pot interiere notll I saw Lunny
Wus going to give her a long kick. Then I stepped
in and begged of him not to {ll-treat s wife. He
was under the influence of drink, and he charged
me with belog inumate with his wife. It is ialse.
He thought ail the men in the house were su.,alw
man's mind wus full of that idea. He "was
very quarrelsoine, and be ordered me out, I toid
him I would go,and I askea him to give me my
pants and vest and I would go. He tokl me he
would throw them out of the window to me. [ rem-
onstrated against this, bul as he had o carving
knife in his hand I went down stairs, and 1 put on
my pants. The woman put her head out of the
window and screamed “Maorder!” Three men
came along aud they took up a stone and drove
the panel i the door ln. I went aloug the street
utting on my clothes as 1 went, and I took a clasp
wnlie rrom my pocket to cut a chew of tobacco.
Lunny overtook me, having the carving knile in
Tus nand, and tried to strike me with 1. At the
moment torgot that [ had the knife in my hand
and | struck nim with my fist: the knoife cat him
and he died. T knew that he was drunk.
1 Eknew that he was then bound over to
keep the peace, and he  had cut
me with a knife vefore and had stabbed another
man. What I did was in seli~defence. Lunny's own
wiie, though she was to receive £1,000 (rom the
‘Longshoremen’s Soclety, would bhave confirmed
this story. My employers, whom 1 lave worked
tor ever sinee I have been In this country, would
have given me a character, and I should huve been
able to put 1y case before the jury =0 as to show
that 1 didn‘t intend to murder this man, 1 have,
however, no money., [ pald my counsel 25, lnrj
they took the Coroner’s depositions and convicted
me on those., Some men bere have done worse, &
good dewl, than I have. Sowme yesterday were
sentenced, one to two years' imprisonment and
others to ten days' hmprisonment each, Is that
falrt 18 that justice ?

A Serlous Charge Against One of Mayor
Havemeyer's Marshals.

Yeaterday Colonel Wendell, Acting Private Becre-
tary of the Mayor and Chief Clerk, took testimony
in the case of Captain Alexander 5. Taplainyl, Mar-
shal of the Marine Court, Aldermen Morris and
Kenr sitting as Associate Justices in the absence
of the Mayor. The complainant 18 a German named
Gorge Schroler, lately keeping & lager beer saloon
at No. 219 Centre street, who charges in his afida~
vit that Captain Taplainyl, on September 17, came
to his place with a warrant of executlon issued at
the suit ol one H. M, Glass, for $538 63, and levied
upon Schroler's property; that he offered to put a
keeper In charge for 5 per day and allow Schroler
to continue bLusiness; that complalnant paid
$16 for a paper; thai, ol slly,. the Marshal entered
the place, turned out Schroler’s clerk (bookkeeper),
and, going behind the var, took all the moncy in
the drawer, sold liquors over the counter anid put
the money In his pocket; that, with two [riends,
the Marshal ate, drank and smoked the property
ol sehroler, selzed property exempt by law and
was intoxicated. At the examinalion yesterday
Schroler teatitled to all the lacts covered in his
amdavit and srstained them In all material points,
He was subjected to a critlcal cross-examination,
but was oot shaken in lus testimony. Counsel for
Marshal Taplainyl, who 18 an Itailan, and was a
captain of artillery ln our late war, claims that
when the witnesses for the defence are heard he
wlll be able to contraalet the complammt in all par-
ticulars.

THE PITTSBURG POSTMASTER.

Proceedings Commenced Against Colomel Stew-
ari—His Defalcations Alleged To Be More
Than $33,000—-A Disgusting Etate
of Affairs at the Post
Office in Pittsburg.

This morning District Attorney Swoope com-
menced civil proceedings n the United States Dis-
trict Court against Colonel John H, Btewart, late
postmaster, whose removal for ment has
already been mentioned in the LD, Sult was
also iesued against John Bte wart, lather of the ex-
postmaster, and James Kelly, as sureties In debt
on the officlal bond of the delinquent. The amount
claimed (8 not to exceed $75,000, Further investl-
Ration into the aairs of the Post OMee show that
for a long time past the whole mall service of this
city was in & most deplorable condition. Every
regulation of the department was openly violated,
and to the letters everybody had access, whether
they were the sworn employés of the ofMce or
not, Noroles of any kind were In force, and It ls
not to be wondered at that valuable letters and
packages disappearea one after another as
regularly as they were mailed. More than a year
ago Disirict Astorney Swoope, whose office I8 in
the Post OMee butlding, suspected that something
was wrong in the management of the department,
and he scquaiuted Mr. Btewart with his views;
among other things the fact of employds being In
the worst srages of Intoxication—so drunk, indeed,
that they were¢ nnable to navigate through the
hails. Stewsart at the time promisad to give the
matter his attention, but L he did there was no
perceptible improvement in the state of
affuirs. Drunkenness was a8 ocommon 88
neglect was manifest. Thus matters went on
from bad to worse; valuable letters disappeared
and no trace of them could be found. Complainte
were made to the postmaster, but this failed to
bring about any change lu the regularity or security
of the malls, ¥Finding that no complaints had
reached Washington and that no Improvement in
the condition of the Posl OMce was made after re-
peated demands upon the special agent assigned
to this distriet, Mr. C. M. Gounld, the District
Attorney, wroto to the Postmaster General, en-
clusing the complaint of partles of Cannonsburg
ad to the loss of waluable leiters between that
polut and Pittsburg, during whicn no change of
mall oconrred, and suggesting that rthe condition
of the Post OMce at Fitceburg was such as to de-
mand a speelal investigation. Not nnthi the evil
complained of had become almost unbearable were
mensures taken to afford the people relief. Major
Patherbridge came on and summoned Lo his assist-
ance severnl speclal agents from avroad, and then
